We suggest that a geod method 
of selecting the candidate would b« 
to call a public mass meeting 
let the PUBLIC do the selecting. 
This would do away with the hand- 
picking of candidates who would 
represent some individual group of 
citizens, and would likewise do away 
with the usual hard feelings that 
otecur over elections. 

A meeting could be held in the 
auditorium of the Central school, 
where prospective candidates could 
be invited to give their views on 
the management of the city’s af- 
fairs, and thus enlighten the minds 
of the voters as to what they want- 
ed to do. The candidates could be 
nominated and elected at the prep- 
er time. 

The Recorder is in favor of this 
plan, rather than those followed at 
previous elections. In this time of 
depression and caos the solider the 
front presented by the city’s of- 
ficers the better off the city will be 
in the long run, and that means 
that every resident and voter will 
be better off. 

By all means let us have a public 
mass meeting and talk things over 
before selecting our candidates.

DEATH ON THE RADIATOR 

About one out of every ten of 
the autobomiles that use the pub- 
lic streets and highways, should 
wear as an emblem a large, staring 
death’s head. 

It wouldn’t be a prety sight. But 
it would be an accurate symbol. 
Ten per cent of motorists are re- 
sponsible for our gigantic death and 
injury toll. Not al of. them, of 
course, have an accident every year. 
But they all take chances. They are 
irresponsible or incompetent or con- 
genitally careless. They drive cars 
with defective breaks and steering 
mechanisms and poor lights. They 
cut in and out of traffic, missing 
oncoming cars by an eyelash and 
feeling a thrill of achievement while 
doing it. They pass on hills and 
curves, and regard event the most 
basic and sensible traffic laws as 
being inimical obsetcles which 
should be avoided whenever pos- 
sible. They drive at high speeds 
when road and traffic conditions 
make it exceedingly dangerous. 

And—every year—they leave be- 
hind them 30,000 corpses and hund- 
reds of thousands of injured persons 
whose sole offense was that they 
happened to be present when the 
reckless driver was taking one of 
the chance; he didn’t get away 
with. 

Yes, there should be the emblem 
of death on a long line of auto- 
mobiles which otherwise look no 
diferent than any other cars of 
their kind. This suggestion may 
make some of the reckless drivers 
think twice before running a risk 
next time.

Although it is the ra‘lroad’s chief 
competitor in the passenger 
ness, the family automobile is 
to be disregarded by rail lines 
the granting of travel benefits 

And so it follows that hereafter 
motor cars will be spared long pulls 
over mountains and waste Jands if 
they can talk their owners into 
buying railroad tickets for them. 

Transportation for an auto in 
expedited railroad freight service 
may now be obtained by purchas- 
ing for the machine one passenger 
ticket at approvimately 3.6 cents a 
mile, according ‘to announcement 
by the Southern Pacific Company. 

Such shipments will not be hand- 
led on this basis for short hauls, it 
was stated, but otherwise the only 
condition is that two or more per-~ 
sons buy first class tickets in con- 
nection with the automobile ship- 
ment. 

Motor cars desirous of riding over 
the rough spots might call atten- 
tion to the saving 1n gasoline oil 
and tires, not to mention wear and 
tear on the faithful bus, it was 
pointed out.

Salmon for Grown-Ups 


There never has been any 
doubt, however, that salmon is a 
good food for grown-ups.

Add one table- 
spoon lemon juice, one-fourth tea- 
spoon mustard, salt, pepper and 
paprika. Mash the yolk of one 
hard-cooked egg and stir into the 
sauce. Add_ finely-chopped egg 
whites. This serves four. One 
can of salmon steak serves one.

fifteen minutes. Press through a 
coarse sieve. Reheat and add a 
pinch of soda, and pour slowly 
into a white sauce made of four 
tablespoons butter, four table- 
spoons flour and two and one-half 
cups milk. Season to taste with 
salt and pepper. Serves six.

Salmon Soufflé: Turn the 
strained cereal from a 10'4-ounce 
can into a double boiler and heat 
then add the flaked salmon from 
a 1l-pound can and three table 
spoons’ butter.
